T he chief advantage this coun­ 
try can hope to enjoy from terri­ 
torial ex pansion is the consequent 
trade ex pansion. 
But this trade 
ex pansion will amount to little un­ 
less tariff restrictions are remo^’ed 
in case of the new territory acquired 
and each and every citizen b e per­ 
mitted to enjoy free and unrestrict­ 
ed trade with his neighb ors. 
If 
we are to b uy islands and then 
frame tariff lawb to b enefit the few 
and b urden the many there will b e 
no b enefits to accrue from ex p%iu- 
sion. 
Indeed ex pansion is chielly 
popular in the west and south b e­ 
cause it is supposed to sound the 
death knell of protection. 


U n t i l recently the only invest­ 
ment of northern capital in the 
south has b een in iron and steel 
industries, b ut now, says an ex ­ 
change, there is a grand influx 
of capital for the development of 
mines in the south, of ore, coal and 
stone of various sorts. But greater 
still is the tendency toward invest­ 
ment in cotton milling. 
In 1899 
there were $53.000,000 invested in 
cotton mills and all this came from 
the north, 
the Merrimack mills 
alone putting up a $2,000,000 fac­ 
tory at Huntsville. 
The indica­ 
tions point to a continuation of this 
development. 
The day is not f ir 
distant when all the cotton milk of 
the United States will b e in the 
south, and 
t vcu the finer fab rics 
will b e manulaciured down there 
near the cotton fields.

A UNIVERSAL DOLLAR. 


A Kansas Man Pro po ses a Sensatio nal 
Financial Scheme. , 


T o p e k a , Kas., Feb . 1 9 . — Capt. 
J. H. Anderson, of Newton, has 
suggested a new financial scheme. 
•‘My plan,” said he “ is for a uni­ 
versal coin, the dollars to b e made 
of b oth gold and silver, and the 
necessary alloy. 
The dollars to 
b e ab out the size of our 50 cent 
piece, and the ratio of gold and 
silver in it to b e fixed b y in­ 
ternational agreement. 
It might 
b e called b y one name in this coun­ 
try, b y another name in Great Bri­ 
tain, another in France, another in 
Germany, another in Russia and 
so on, b ut it would b e exactly the 
same ratio of gold, silver and alloy. 
1 would make minor coins of silver 
and copper in the same manner and 
have them alike throughout the 
world.

Baskets are rapidly filled, the tally 
man checks every bu shel, the

Hopping in 
Su rrey and hopping in K ent are very 
different things. 
In the latter cou n­ 
try there is every year an influ x 
of 
pickers, many of them of dou btfu l 
cleanliness and character, bu t 
the 
harvest of the hops is so short that ex­ 
traneou s aid is indispensable. 
In Su rrey ‘Toreigners/’ as they are 
termed, are little needed and are now 
rarely seen. 
Occasionally a few pu t 
in an appearance. 
One recently seen 
is typical of his class. Ilis conversa­ 
tion was an 
edu cation. 
W hat 
he 
didn’t know abou t Su rrey, Su ssex and 
Ham pshire wasn’t \Yorth 
knowing. 
He was familiar with every 
corner, 
knew well every farm er and reckoned 
them u p in langu age pictu resqu e, if 
not very choice, and embellished with 
gestu res and grimaces more eloqu ent 
than Xprds. 
"^op-grô werïî iTT Su rrey 
can 
find 
qu ite siiflicierit labor in tlieir several 
districts. 
The holidays of the school 
children are 
arranged 
to 
coincide 
with the ])ieking, and whole families 
down to the baby in arms are to be 
seen in the fields. 
It is a m errv,if a 
bu sy, time and brings a mu ch-needed 
addition to the 
family 
exchequ er. 
From five in tlie morning till du sk the 
fingers work u nceasingly, save 
for 
short intervals 
of food,

family of father, motlier and several 
children can earn $10 or $15 a week 
while the season lasts and the only

There are well-au thenticated re­ 
ports of tnnn who have started 
ou t 
looking for trou ble. 
There are in­ 
stances recorded where they 
have 
fou nd it. 
It is u niqu e, however, to 
hear of a man who seriou sly tries to 
contract a znalignant fever, so that, 
having had it once, ho may consider 
himself an imm u ne in the fu tu re. 
Su ch is the case, however, with Dr. 
D. E. Du dlcjq whose home is in Kew 
Hampshire, bu t who is now in the 
United States marine hospital service. 
He has been in Cu ba for the last two 
years, and his work is combating the 
spread of yellow fever. ‘T have tried 
diligently,” said the doctor, “ to get 
yellow fever. I t wou ld be a great help 
to me in my profession. 
1 have at­ 
tended to as many as a hu ndred cases 
of yellow fever, bu t so far 1 have not 
contracted it. 
Last year I was qu ar­ 
antined everywhere 
th a t I 
went, 
whereas if 1 was an im m u ne I cou ld 
move arou nd more readily and greatly 
facilitate my work.” The doctor says 
that wonders have been worked in 
improving the sanitary condition of 
Ha v a na , 
the streets have been cleaned 
and other precau tions tak en to mak ’e 
the place more healthy, h u t it will be 
years beforethe fever is entirely wiped 
ou t. “ T he people who are most likely 
to su ffer now are the immigrants, of 
whom a great many are coming to the 
isla nd,” said the doctor. 
“ It u su ally 
takes two or three years before the 
iminifiTa nt contracts the disease.”

THE HIGHLAND CLANS. 


Cattle Raiding an Important Cause of 
the Famous Feuds. 


The wealth of tlie clans consisted 
not in silver and g old, hut in flocks 
and herds, says the G entlem an’s .Mag­ 
azine. 
Som e of tlie latter were bred 
hi districts from which they had been 
forcibly “ lifted,” but their possessors 
would point to the consideration that 
their late owners probably held four- 
footed property of which they also 
had by simiiar means forcibly de­ 
prived their orig inal owners. 
And 
thus the practice of “ cattle purloin­ 
in g ” am ong the clans was based upon 
a g ive-amf-take principle,which, how­ 
ever, was characterized by a ma.vi- 
m um of “ takin g ” and a m inim um of 
“ g iving .” 
T h e cattle 
forays, 
or 
creachs, as they were called, were or­ 
dered by' the chiefs, and n ere, naturai- 
Iv enoug h, reg arded as a declaration 
of enm ity ag ainst the clan thus de­ 
spoiled. 
They^ were conducted with 
g reat secrecy, and bloodshed was if 
possible avoided. 
W han, however, as 
was frequently the case, these pred­ 
atory incursions were 
accompanied 
by loss of life, the feud became inter­ 
minable until ample veng eance had 
been taken. 
R eveng e was inculcated 
as a duty, the neg lect of which was 
accounted a disgi-ace to the living and 


a dishonor to the dead. 
B u t cattle raiding was not the only, 
or, indeed, the primary, cause of the 
feuds which for centuries made the 
hig hlands the seat of internecine war­ 
fare between the clans.

sustained, and the germ of implacalile 
hatred was often transm itte d 
from 
father lo son, grow ing in iniensily u n ­ 
til finally extinguished in propitiatory 
blood.

To bis j)rivaie room in the house of 
com m ons ]>:i|)er? follow' him in boxes, 
labeled with slips of })a])er, red, green 
or w lute, according to the itrgeiicv of 
their c( nleiits.
